— (fp) — Driving 
forward 


without a pause from their 
capture of Tobruk, Nazi 
mobile columns have clash- 
ed with British forces only 
a few miles from the Egyp- 
tian border, the British re- 
ported today, as the allied position 
in the entire Middle East appeared 
threatened by the disastrous rout 
in Libya. 
The British command said the 
clash occurred 12 miles northwest 
of Fort Capuzzo, which is just 
across the border in Libya. 


It was indicated that a few of 


the garrison troops—British, South 
Africans and Indians—had escaped 
from the Tobruk disaster. Some 
small craft moved out of the har- 
bor while it was under shellflre 
from German tanks and other par- 
ties fought their way through ene- 
my formations In the desert. 
(The Germans declared 
they 


have destroyed a British naval for- 
c matlon of small ships leaving the 


harbor.) 
Isolated parties also were re- 


ported continuing resistance. 


The booty gained by the Ger- 


mans still was not known here, 
but it was reported that great ex- 
plosions occurred in the last hours 
of Tobruk's resistance, indicating 
quanjj/ies of material were de- 
stroyed. 
One of the gains of the Germans 


was a recently built extension of 
the desert railway to a point south 
Of Tobruk. This formerly rracheij

Nations in Middle East 
Imperiled by Campaign

With Tobruk and virtually all eastern Libya re- 


;ahied and with the British Eighth Army badly beaten, 
eaving thousands of its number in the Tobruk trap, the 
Axis African corps rolled eastward today against Egypt 
—imperiling the entire position of the United Nations 
.n the Middle East. 


An enemy column evidently feeling out the weak- 


ened British line along the Egyptian frontier clashed 
with British mobile units a few miles from the border, 
the British reported, and Rome boasted that Italian- 
German troops were marching against Egypt. 


Trying to block further reinforcement of the al- 


ready superior African corps under Marshal Rommel, 
the RAF lashed desperately at Rommel's forward con- 
oentration points, landing fields, and land and sea 
transport. 


Torpedo planes hit two large enemy supply ships, 


firing one, and struck an escort vessel, in a convoy 
south of Cape Bon, Tunisia, on the Sicily-Libya sea 
route, the RAF reported. 


Among other actions the RAF "successfully at- 


tacked large numbers of enemy transport vehicles on 
the Sidi Azeiz landing ground," the 
air communi- 


que said. 


Enemy Columns Clash. 


British and 
Axis mobile 
columns already had 


clashed yesterday near Sidi Azeiz, 12 miles northwest 
of the Libyan-Egyptian border strongpoint, Fort Capuzzo.

SECOND YEAR OF WAR BEGINS ON KUSS1AN FRONT—A yoar ago—June 22, 1941—Hitler launched 
his attack on Russia, an attack which progressed steadily until the German armies were stopped lato «n 
November on the thresholds of Moscow and Leningrad. This map summarizes the first year of battle. 
The start of Hitler's attack was marked by three main sweeps: 
To Leningrad, toward Moscow via Smo- 


lensk, and through the Ukraine with multi-pronged drives. Broken line shows farthcrest gains made by 
Nazis up to December. Through the winter Reds kept hammering at the Lcnlngrad-Staraya Russa sector, 
pecked away around the Rzhev Pocket, tried tho pinchers around Smolensk, pushed tho line back toward 
Kursk, loosed a smashing drive at Kharkov and points south—and recaptured shaded territory, Including 
the key point of Rostov. Soviets, though losing Kerch, have marshalled sufficient forces across the strait 
to bar any easy Nazi advance to Caucasian oil fields and today (June 20) are still holding Sevastopol.

defense belt, capturing a chain of 
strongly fortified hills under cov- 
er of a heavy battering by artll- 
lary and anti-aircraft batteries fir- 
Ing horizontally, these reports said. 


The German high command de- 


clarod today that the entire re- 
gion north of Sowernaja Bay on 
the northern dido of Sevastopol 
defenses had been cleared of the 
defenders with the capture of tho 
last coastal fort.

FIGHTING WITH FIRE 


There is not much gloat- 


ing in this country over^the 
reports of wounded civil- 
ians by tens of thousands 
fleeing from German cities. 
Americans ar« not cruel. In- 
deed, our. people normally 
are kindly to the point of 
sentimentality. But it has 
become 
clear that 
^ cruel 


procedure is needed in or- 
der to drive cruelty from 
the world. 
Never since the Middle 


Ages has there been such 
cruelty as that committed 
habitually by Hitler and his 
Nazi-Germans. Their mili- 
tary killings, their civilian 
slaughter and persecution, 
and their deliberate starv- 
ing of whole 
populations, 


are 
so unprecedented in 


modern times that even yet 
people distant from those 
regions of terror can hardly 
imagine 
what 
is taking 


place. 


When 
Hitler 
and 
his 


henchmen are fighting a 
diabolical 
war 
by 
such 


methods, it becomes neces- 
sary for kindly and civiliz- 
ed men to "fight the Devil 
with fire." No other proce- 
dure is effective. It is par- 
ticularly necessary in Hit- 
ler Land because not for 
generations 
has 
punitive 


war been carried Into Ger- 
many. 


The Nazis have sought 


like their predecessors, to 
do all their 
fighting 
and 


devastation in other peo- 
ple's countries. So the Ger- 
man civilians have hardly 
known what war was. Theyi 
knew only the satisfactions 
of victory. Now they actu- 
ally begin to know what 
it is for a country to be 
ravaged and its people kill- 
ed in their own homes, and 
their houses 
burned 
over 


their heads. If predatory 
warfare can 
be 
stopped, 


this is the way.

It has been thought in 


recent times that 
individ- 


ualism 
was passing from 


the military theater. In war, 
as in peace, men were to 
move more and more in 
masses, the men being lost 
in the crowd. 
The art of 


national defense was being 
so mechanized 
that 
man 


himself was coming to be 
little more than a machine, 
almost as undistinguishable 
as a bee or an ant. The last 
war, with its 
mechaniza- 


tion, strengthened that im- 
pression. 
War was to be 


mere mechanical killing. 


There is still such a ten- 


dency, as we mass millions 
for this war. But a strong 
counter-movement has come 
that brings back individu- 
alism 
in 
surprising ways. 


Men are taken 
from 
the 


mass of soldiery and equip- 
ped mechanically until they 
become again 
almost. as 


free and 
independent 
in 


their fighting as were the 
knights of the Middle Ages. 
And in fighting method and 
power they are immensely 
greater.

AUSTIN, June 19.—(Spl.)— Are 


you a citizen of the United States? 
Can you prove it? 


The easiest and sometimes the 


only way you can defnttely 'prove 
native-born citizenship is by a birth 
certificate showing that your birth 
Is on record at the State Depart- 
ment of Health. 


Dr. Geo. W. Cox, State Health 


Officer, this week 
re-emphasized 


the importance of every American 
citizens being in possession of his 
birth certificate and outlined 
the 


simple procedure for obtaining this 
vital record. 


"Requests for certified 
copies 


should be made direct to the State 
Health Department, Bureau of Vit- 
al Statistics," Dr. Cox said. "There 
is no charge except -the fifty cents 
necessary to pay for 
making 
a 


search of the records and a photo- 
static copy if the record is on file." 


Birth certificates are doubly im- 


portant In the national emergency, 
serving as proof 
of 
citizenship 


which is necessary for entrance to 
our armed forces or for employ- 
ment In any national industry. A 
record of birth is also useful 
in 


establishing the time and place of 
birth as well as parentage and can 
be of great assistance in the set- 
tlement of estates and other legal 
matters. 


"American people are beginning 


to realize the Importance of birth 
records since our entry into 
the 


war," Dr. Cox declared. 
"In the 


month of March alone, the Bureau 
of Vital Statistics received 19,810 
requests for copies of birth records; 
and in April and May, the requests 
have continued to Increase stead- 
ily."

Headquarters for the Issuance of 
canning sugar purchase

changed from the central rationing- 
office to an auxiliary office to be 
opened at the Beaton Hotel, adja- 
cent to the Beaton Coffee Shop. 
A group of Corsicana women have 
volunteered their services to the 
rationing board for this work, 
while regular workers are engaged 
In registering Institutions. 


A change In the rationing of 
sugar to the general public was 
also announced. 
Beginning June 


28, and extending through July 
25, was rationing stamp No. 6 
will purchase 
a total 
of 
two 
pounds of sugar per person. Stamp 
No. 6 will be valid for a simlar 
amount from July 26, through 
August 22. 


Stamp Value* Increased. 


Chairman Wright explained that 


one stamp will purchase nearly an 
entire month's supply of sugar. 
This does not increase the sugar 
allottment, but only extends the 
use of the rationing book. 
The 
purchase of a full month's supply 
of sugar on one rationing stamp 
will make it necessary for the us- 
ers to conserve more closely the 
supply, he pointed out.
